And his close friend of their 
later years, John Adams, our sec­ 
ond president and also a signer of j 
the Declaration *of Independence, 
died just a few' hours later. Adams’ 
last words were, not knowing of 
his friend’s death, “Thomas Jeffer­ 
son still survives," Both died July 
4 , 1826. 
Adams died at his home in 
Braintree, now Quincy, Mass . and 
is buried there. Fifty years before, 
on the d a y 'independence was de­

ama, chief advocate of the docu­ 
ment, wrote to his wife: 
“I am apt to believe that this 
day will be celebrated by succeed- j 
ing generations as the great anni-! 
versary festival. 
It ought to be 
commemorated as the day of de­ 
liverance by solemn acta of devo- j 
tion to God Almighty. It ought to 
be solemnized with pomp and pa­ 
rade, with show's, games, sports, 
guns, bells, bonfires and illumina­ 
tions, from one end of this conti­ 
nent to the other, from this time 
forward forevermore.” 
As Adams lived 50 years to the 
day he wrote those lines, doubtless 


he took part In many a Fourth of 
July celebration which fulfilled his 
prophecy to the letter. 
James Monroe, our fifth presi­ 
dent, although 15 years younger 
than Jefferson, the two statesmen 
were close friends and neighbors 
for over a quarter of a century. 
Monroe's home, Ash Lawn, is less 
than two miles from Monticello, 
Jefferson’s home, near Charlottes­ 
ville, Va. It was on July Fourth, 
1831, that James Monroe died. 
The boxw'ood garden at Ash 
Lawn is considered one of the love­ 
liest in the country. It was set out 
under Monroe's direction. Also in 


the garden is a tall Norway pine, 
brought from abroad by Monro* 
more than 130 years ago. 
The house, designed by Jefferson, 
was built in 1798. It is completely 
furnished, much of it the original. 
Monroe died in New York City and 
was buried there. 
But 25 years 
later the body was taken to Rich­ 
mond, Va., where it rests today. 
Jefferson's home, built on a more 
elaborate scale, is now in the cus­ 
tody of the Thomas Jefferson Me­ 
morial Foundation. It also houses 
much of the original furnishings 
and other relics of the great man. 
Thomas Jefferson’s body lies in the 
family burying ground, not far 
from the mansion. 
Many years came and went, then 
on July Fourth, 1872, a future 
president was born. In the tiny vil­ 
lage 
of 
Plymouth, 
Vt., 
Calvin 
Coolidge on that date first saw the 
light of day. 
The village store and ppat office, 
which 
Col. 
John 
Coolidge, 
his 
father, operated for aeveral years, 
was also the family home a t the 
time Calvin was born. , 
Historic Home 
J^at across the road vs the Cool­ 
idge homestead into which th* 
family moved when the future 
president was a small boy. It is a 
home of unusual historic interest 
, and will no doubt gain importance 
as the years go by. 
It was in the old homestead that 
I Vice President and Mrs. Coolidge 
were vacationing w hen word came 
of President Harding’s death. Be- 
. fore daylight on the morning of 
Aug. 3, 1923, Col. John Coolidge, a 
justice of the peace, administered 
the oath of office to his son, which 
made him the president of the 
United States. 
The 30th president of our coun­ 
try, who died in 1933, sleeps in the 
burying ground near his birthplace 
in the foothills of the Green moun­ 
tains, with six generations of his 
family.

The Doctor Looks 
At Vitamins 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


VE HAVE had a good deal of 
discussion about the poor nutri­ 
tion of our citizens, particularly 
that they do not get enough vita-

mins in their diet. The excitement 
about the vitamins has been both 
among the laity and in scientific 
groups. 
I became interested in the vita­ 
mins about as early as anybody 
and I Uioroughly subscribe to the 
that there are such things 
view 
as vitamin deficiencies. 
But I 
Have not been able to subscribe to 
the statements which have been > 
made—from quite high sources— | 
♦ hat one-half or more of the peo­ 
ple in the United States are not 
getting enough vitamins and that 
they are suffering from vitamin 
deficiencies. 
About a year ago I wrote to a 
number of doctors in general hos­ 
pitals, clinics and in private prac­ 
tice and asked them to tell me 
how many cases of vitamin de­ 
ficiency they saw per month. Some 
of them saw as many as five, but 
this was the highest, and most of 
them replied that they didn’t see 
them at ail. So I conclude that 
many of the statements made 
about vitamin deficiency are due 
to over-enthusiasm and the habit 
which even the most scientific 
mind has—of following the fash­ 
ionable trend. 
Statements o*. Deficiencies 
I find some support in this in 
two or three passages in what I 
call scientific literature. First, in 
the latest edition of Osier’s “Prac­ 
tice of Medicine” the distinguished 
editor, Dr. Henry A. Christian, 
says in his chapter on Deficiency 
Diseases that while they are im­ 
portant, he does not believe they 
are as frequent as has been re­ 
cently claimed. 
Another scientific study was 
carried out on what has been 
railed riboflavin deficiency. Ribo­ 
flavin is part of the vitamin B 
complex and when riboflavin is 
absent from the diet, it is sup­ 
posed to result in sores around 
the mouth and certain changes in 
the cornea of the eye. 


A physician in a large clinic in 
the West told mc last summer 
t a* be thought riboflavin defi­ 
ciency was extremely common, 
particularly among the upper-in­ 
come group who went on diets. He 
told me he saw these sores around 
the mouth all the time and that 
they cleared up on riboflavin. I 
a.«ked him whether he had let one 
go or not to see if it didn’t clear 
up without riboflavin but he said 
ne, he was afraid to. 
Studies at University 
Now come some studies from 
the University of Pennsylvania 
by some doctors who have par­ 
ticularly investigated this syn­ 
drome of riboflavin deficiency. 
They found in the first place that 
in n.wny patients with what were 
c nsidered characteristic signs, 
I they did not clear up on the ad- 
| ministration of large doses of rib­ 
oflavin. 
In others they went away en­ 
tirely without riboflavin. Only IO 
iuch patients with typical ribo­ 
flavin changes in the cornea of the 
eye experienced any improvement. 
They found that many of these 
cases were associated with badly 
fitting dental plates, others were 
merely fever blisters that came 
along in the course of infections, 
or possibly contact dermatitis. 
Their conclusion 
is 
to doubt 
whether there is any such thing 
as riboflavin deficiency.

FLEA BEETLES may have 
made their appearance in your 
Victory garden, and if so be pre­ 
pared to tight them before they 
cause crop failures. Flea beetles 
do a great deal of damage by 
eating the foliage of vegetable 
plants and also carry disease 
from one plant to another as they 
move about feeding. 
The potato flea beetle, for ex­ 
ample, spreads the early potato 
blight, while the corn flea beetle 
carries the bacterial wilt of com 
through a planting. 
The flea beetle is small but very 
active and as it feeds it eats 
small, round holes in the leaves 
until they look as though they 
bad been peppered with fine shot.

endum. A t the referendum 65 per­ 
cent of the votes cast must be 
favorable to a district. Only land­ 
owners may cast ballots.

ballot and the district is declared 
organized. 
Leaders Optimistic 
In order to bring about a refer­ 
endum a minimum of ”5 signatures 1 
of landowners within the propos- ! 

Agricultural 
leaders anticipate no difficulty in 
obtaining this number of names,

are putting their names on peti­ 
tions with very little effort being 
put forth as yet to obtain names. 
Mr. Blair, who has an important 
role in the soil conservation dis­ 
trict program, said Monday that 
soil in Pickaway county is ‘‘get­ 
ting away at a rapid rate and co­ 
operative effort is faster and more 
effective than individual."
